The house 
passed a bill providing for operation 
of most of the plant by private in- 
terests. The pending conference re- 
port provides for government oper- 
ation of the power plant at Wilson 
dam and construction by the gov- 
ernment of transmission lines to 
carry the power to nearby markets. 
States and municipalities have pre- 
ference in purchase of the current. 


' The compromise also provides for 


government operation of the nitrate 
plants for experimental production 
of fertilizer in case a lease for op- 
eration of these plants cannot be ne- 
gotiated within one year after the 
bill's enactment. 


It gives the president wide pow- 


ers in negotiating for Such a lease, 
however. The lessee would have to 
contract for quantity production of 
cheap fertilizer at an 8 per cent pro- 
fit, but he would be sold cheap pow- 
er for the more profitable manufac- 
ture of other commodities off the 
government reservation.

"Nordbye has been a leader of the

Progress Made by Groups 


Interested in Operation, 


Congress Told 


Washington—C/P)—Holding 
com- 


pany owneiship of American rail- 
roads was classed in a special con- 
gressional report today as having 
made marked progress under the di- 
rection of two groups financially in- 
terested in rail operation. 


The Pennsylvania railroad, with 


its affiliate—the Pennroad corpora- 
tion—was declared by the investiga- 
tors of the house interstate com- 
merce committee to have acquired 
very extensive ownership of other 
lines, notably those in New Eng- 
land. 


The Allegheny corporation, dom- 


inated of O. P. and M. J. Van Swer- 
ingen of Cleveland, was named as 
tho central link of a group of rail- 
road enterprises of immense size. 


For the remainder of the United 


States, the committee investigators 
concluded that the operation of hold- 
ing corporations and 
investment 


trusts in railroad stock had not be- 
come a general method of organiz- 
ing railroad ownership. 


In a preliminary to its discussion 


of detail of holding company organ- 
ization of railroads, the committee 
recommended that where 
control 


of railroads was 
so accomplished, 


holding companies should be regu- 
lated by the Interstate Commerce 
commission. 


This proposal, as well as the data 


of the investigation, will be sub- 
mitted to the house for such action 
as may be considered advisable. 


Report on Interests 


Considering the grouping of rail- 


roads accomplished by the Pennsyl- 
vania and Pennroad corporation 
purchases, the report placed 17.9 
per cent of Boston and Maine rail- 
road stock as being owned by the 
Pennroad corporation.

SELL URGES THAT 


SEEDS BE TESTED 


County Agent Points Out 


That Now Is Time to Prove 
Seed for Spring 


"Why not clean up a sample of 


seed, now, that is to be seeded, or is 
intended to be sold for seed, next 
spring, and find out if It is really 
good enough for your own use or for 
your neighbor's?" 


This is the suggestion of County 


Agent Gus Sell after learning that 
nearly 23 per cent of the seeder-box 
samples sent to the State seed lab- 
oratory last year for test contained 
so much weed seed that they would 
be classed as condemned were thov 
to be offered for sale. 


It is quite impossible to determine 


the real value of seed grain by just 
looking- at it, according to A. L. 
Stone, in charge of tha state seed 
laboratory. Germination and purity 
tests in addition to the appearance 
will give a more complete indication 
of its -worth. For example, he cites 
the case of a grain sample having a 


germination of 90 per cent and a 
purity test of 80 per cent that In re- 
ality la only worth 72 per cent. That 
is, of the amount seeded only 72 per 
cent -would actually produce a crop, 
or Jn other words, one aero out of 
every four seeded, -with that grain 
would bo wasted. 


Becauso of the- largo amount of 


testing demanded of tho Mate, seed 
laboratory during tho late winter and 
early spring months, Stone urges 
that samples of grain for test be sent 
in during tho late fall and early win- 
ter. Before being sent in, however, 
the grain should bo run through a 
cleaning machlno so as to bo like 
that intended for seeding, and the 
sample should be an average of the 
seed in question. 


Making sure, now of the seed sup- 


ply for next year's use, will in the 
mind of the county agent, make pos- 
sible a better quality of grain crop 
and reduce considerably the amount 
of weeds that come up every year 
because of actually being planted by 
the farmer himself.

taking- a sample and mailing it can 
be obtained from him.

as possible; and this chap deserves a

No one whose life is even occasional-

What a commen- 
tary on the conditions under which life 
occasional!}- has to exist!

When 
Mr. Ford was asked why he did this, 
he replied that it was based on the con- 
cept that if the worker could have more 
money to spend he could buy more 
Ford automobiles, and that he was pri- 
marily looking'for new markets, as 
they had about readied their limit 
under the conditions then existing. 


Large employers of labor not only- 


are striving to maintain the wage level, 
but they are'definitely aligned with the 
policy- that every sacrifice must be 
made to keep labor employed, although 
in many cases it has been necessary to 
divide the labor or shorten the hours, 
so that all employees could be given 
the opportunity to work. The ques- 
tion of unemployment and maintenance 
of wages is one of paramount impor- 
tance in the minds of managers of 
great corpoiations like United States 
Steel, American Telephone & Tele- 
graph, Standard Oil of New Jerse3' and 
Bethlehem Steel. 


Political economists, bankers and 


emploj'crs are giving much thought to 
plans to prevent, if possible, periodic 
periods of unemployment, but it is ex- 
ceedingly gratifying to note the coop- 
erative and harmonious efforts of em- 
ploj'er and employee to lift again the 
airplane of industry out of the bog of 
crazy speculation and over-indulgence, 
and start it once more on a steady, 
sweet!}- humming, stuntless flight to- 
wards renewed prosperity.

Room Leave 
Is Problem 
Of Childhood 


BY ANGELO FATJRI 


''Leaving the room," Is a school- 


room problem. Handled wisely it 
becomes no problem at all. Mis- 
managed it arouses whole neighbor- 
hoods, disturbs whole schools, bring 
class work to a standstill. 


I believe that no child should be 


refused permission to leave the room. 
He is rather to be taught that it is 
his duty to go promptly. This is, 
of course, especially important in 
the lower grades where the children 
are so young. 


Of course this means a great deal 


of annoyance to the teacher. 
It 


breaks the lessons, distracts the at- 
tention of the other children, gives 
opportunity to the cunning evaders 
who are not as good at number work 
or reading, according to the lessons 
in progress, as they might be. Leav- 
ing the room is a way of escape. 
Nevertheless, no child ought to be 
refused permission to 
leave 
the 


room If he asks for it. 


Training in this particular should 


begin at home. Health habits should 
be set early and the child trained 
so that there will be little or no call 
for him, to interrupt the school ses- 
sion. On the other hand, the school 
must arrange to give the children 
of the lower grades an early morn- 
ing recess. That done there will be 
little occasion for the interruptions. 


Some children will remember this 


way out of difficulty and ask to go. 
The teacher must "say yes. Then 
another child, prompted by the first, 
\vill ask. and soon the whole group 
will- be asking, The teacher says: 
"Remember you fiad recess" or "You 
are soon going to have recess. If 
you. must go you must." But—the 
wise teacher keeps a notebook in 
which she enters the names of all 
children who leave the room dur- 
ing the session, the time he left, 
the time he returned.

Two inches lower and it might have 
been a clean knockout. The bell 
rang .and Tunney returned to his 
corner.

Hates the Fight Game 


Tunney loves boxing- but hates the 


fight game. He is headed for- Asia 
with an exploration expedition, part- 
ly because he was being tempted to 
come-back."

He shuns publicity but he sets a

and emerged again with the blud- 
geons of battle. 


Municipal Judge John. H. Lyle and 


Alderman Arthur F. Albert are op- 
posing the mayor in next Tuesday's 
primary and the poison darts they 
have aimed at "Thompsonism" have 
brought him full tilt into the fray 
with all the vigor, vituperation ,and 
showmanship 'of his past campaigns. 


Making eight and ten speeches a 


day, sending out thousands of wor- 
kers and bales of literature, engin- 
eering all sorts of stunts, Including 
jackass parades and airplane adver- 
tising, Thompson Is gunning for a 
fourth term which would give him 
a longer tenure in the office than 
any other man. What Is more im- 
portant, it \vould give T^rn the op- 
portunity of welcoming visitors to 
the 1933 World's fair. 


Welcoming and backslapplng have 


been strong points with "Big Bill, 
tha Bunder." One of his opponents 
has gone so far as to say that 
Thompson's only appearances at the 
city hall during the present term 
were to extend the glad hand to vis- 
iting- heroes.
